But the Navy 


Says Santa Ana

That violent wind that occasionally blows around 
these parts uprooting trees and filling the air with dust 
and flying debris has been called a lot of things by various 
people, but if the U. S. Navy has anything to say about it, 
it is called the Santa Ana wind. 


There are many theories as to 
how the wind got its name, but 
the most widely believed of which 
is the fact that it blows from and 
is most severely felt in the Santa 
Ana canyon area. Another one is 
that the early Spaniards first en- 
countered the wind on St. Anne’s 
day in 1769. Some say that it 
was named to honor General 
Santa Anna, who rode at the head 
of his Mexican cavalry, stirring up 
great clouds of dust which were 
visible at great distances. 

Still others say that the name 
is not Santa Ana at all but San- 
tana, which is an old! Mexican-In- 
dian word meaning “big wind.” 
Another version of the name San- 
tana is that the Indians called it 
“the wind of evil spirits’? which 
was translated by the white men 
to “wind of Satan” and became 
perverted through usage to San- 
tana. 


Actually the story that most 
likely borders on the truth is that 
the Spanish speaking people run 
the words Santa and Ana together 
making it Santana. The Chamber 
of Commerce, hearing it thus pro- 
nounced, decided that to avoid 
harmful publicity, the wind should 
be-called the Santana or desert 
wind. 

Although not the most violent 
wind known, the Santa Ana does 
its share of destruction. During 
the summer months the wind is 
usually hot and dry; the soil dries 
up and cracks; human beings suf- 
fer nervousness. and_ headaches 
and become irritable and impat- 
jent; cattle become restless, and 
cows are reported to give less milk. 

It is said that during the early 
days in California that if a mur- 
der or any other personal vio- 
lence resulted from a quarrel 
which occurred during a “north- 
er,” the fact was taken into ac- 
count as an extenuating circum- 
stance. 

The Scientific Monthly says “In 

southern California, in the vicinity 
of Los Angeles, the “norther,” un- 
der topographical control, may 
blow from the northeast or from 
other directions. It is locally 
known as the Santa Ana because 
of its association with the pass 
and river valley of the same 
name.” 
So I thumb my nose at all 
others, and, bowing to the Navy 
and science, I continue to call it 
the Santa Ana Wind.

Irish To Observe 
St. Patrick’s Day 


Sure and it’s a fact that the 
Emerald Isle will be bouncing
